OTIS AND LAWTON. 


War Department Anxiously 


Awaits News from Them, 


Extensive Preparations for Phi- 
lippine Campaign. Lawton 
Expected To Do Big Things. 


EXTENSIVE PREPARATIONS. 


Campaign In tbe Philippines to be 


Froieented at Once. BIS Thing* 


Expected from Lawton. 


Manila, March 11—Extensive prepar- 


ations are being made for a general 
advance of the American forces very 
soon. AH is quiet, however, along the 
line. 
At daylight the rebels were 


caught working on an enfilading trench 
at Caloocan. They were shelled by the 
battery. There waa desultory firing 
there and also at San Pedro and 
Macati. The cruiser Charleston re- 
lieved the armed transport Buffalo off 
Parnaque. The last batch of Spanish 
soldiers, 885 men, except'a few in the 
hospitals embarked on, the transport 
Euenos Ayres today. 


Washington, March 11—It is positive- 


ly denied hi the adjutant general's 
office that any despatch had been re- 
ceived last night from General Otis re- 
gtuding a conference with General 
Lawton, It is well understood, how- 
p-ver, that General Otia is only await- 
ing the arrival of the remainder of his 
reinforcements to Inaugurate an active 
campaign.- The war department, ac- 
cording to its officials, is awaiting with 
quite as much interest as the public- 
some definite news from the Philippines 
which will show Just how General Otis 
intends to utilize General Lawton and. 
his reinforcements in the campaign 
against the natives. 


It has been quite generally under- 


stood1, without official confirmation, 
however, that General Lawton on hia 
arrival would be assigned to active 
command of operations in the field 
leaving General Otis more --time for 
administrative duties of the'military 
government. The department avers it 
has not tied the commanding general's 
hand with any hard and fast orders, 
and that instructions sent him have 
been in general terms. General Law- 
ton's training In Indian fighting has 
peculiarly fitted him for his present 
command. One of his numerous In-

General Henry Says Porto Ricans Hate 


Been Given Too Much Rein, 


Alarming State of Affairs 


Throughout the Island. 


Seed! of Discontent Planted In Fruitful Soil 
' 
by Professional Agitator*. 


Chicago, March 11.—The Tribune to- 


3ay prints a, letter from a staff correspon- 
dent dated San Juan de Porto Rico, 
.March 1. The correspondent says. The 
war department has requested General 
Henry to report how many regular 
troops he can spare. General Henry now 
has only three regiments of troops and 
two batteries. 


"I need twice the troops I have," said 


the general. "Because of the easy victory 
Jf our, troops here in the war and the 
apparent friendliness of the natives to 
the American soldaers when they in- 
va-ded the island a notoon prevails in the 
states that there i« little necessity for a 
strong force to maintain order in the 
Island, The idea is erroneous. 
"The conditions here are alarming. 


These people have been given every op- 
portunity, but they have thrown them 
aside. They are1 clamoring now for local 
self-goveruiiieui, Tney are no more fit 
for local self-government than I am to 
run a locomotive. More troops are need- 
ed in the island. The seeds of discontent 
planted by professional agitators are 
rapidily growing and can be kept down 
only by a strong' military force. 


"T[he ill feeling between the natives 


and the American troops seems to grow 
stronger every day, The American of- 
ficers have to maintain the greatest vigi- 
lance to prevent their men from wreak- 
ing vengeance on the natives and es- 
pecially on the native police Sor acts- of 
violence that are continually committed 
against the troops." 


At Caguay, 25 miles from Son Juan, 


Michael Burke, a soldier of the Forty- 
seventh New York, was murdered last 
Saturday night by a native whila Burke 
was reading at a table in the Porto Rican 
Literary club. The native slipped up be- 
hind him and with a machete cut off the 
soldier's head. Another soldier entered 
the club and found the body still in the 
chair and the bead on the floor. 


Several Porto Bicans were discussing 


the matter. No one would admit having 
seen the murder committed. Suspicion 
fixed on one man, but he fled and has not 
yet been found. Only four nigh Is before 
the killing of Burke natives made a 
brutal assault on Private Fitzpatrick 
The native police arrested Fitzpatricl 
without a warrant, and when he resist- 
ed beat him insensible. 


The sokLiers of four companies of the 


Forty-seventh stationed at Caguay that 
night started out Jo police the town and 
smashed the furniture In three cafes 
Officers of the regiment quelled the rtot. 


The troubles at Caguay have been 


duplicated at almost every place on the 
island. At Guayama a soldier was 
stabbed in the back by a native. 


The conditions at Ponce since the clash 


between the soldiers and native police 
in which several Porto Ricans were 
killed, have been bordering on open bat 
tie between the troops and natives. At 
San Juan a few nights ago three sailors 
from the Unitde States cruiser Panther 
were wounded by bullets from the rifles 
of the native police while trying to arrest 
on* of the sailora. 


General Henry began his administra- 


tion in Porto Rico by giving all the town? 
and cities self-government. He had 
been forced to depose thealoald'eand the 
•eouncilmen of many towns and turn th< 
local government over to army officers 


Things are strained to the snapping

tical advantage will be the influence 
these gentlemen in America will con- 
tribute toward tbe forming of a wave of 
public sentiment that will have practi- 
cal effect in urging the importance of 
the situation on the congress of tbe 
United Statea. 


"I am especially desirous of seeing 


the chamber of commerce of Chicago 
take a determined stand in favor of tbis 
alliance. In New York I desire to se- 
cure about the same thing. I will also 
go to Washington and probably get 
some testimonials if possible from men 
of public promine ce there. I am anx- 
ious to visit other cities of the country 
before I return to England, but am not 
yet sure I can do so. 


"I find a difference of sentiment with 


reference to one phase of the proposition 
I am attempting to promote. That re- 
fers to the forrs of alliance between the 
nations that will undertake to guaran- 
tee the integrity of the Chinese empire. 
I have met many Americans who are 
unqualifiedly in favor of an alliance for 
defensive and offensive purposes, while 
others seem to prefer an amicable un- 
derstanding between these powers, but 
not a formal agreement. The latter 
argue tbat the results can be obtained 
as well through a friendly understand- 
ing as by a formal treaty. 


"Tbis is a question that will bear 


careful discussion. My study of the 
proposition in the orient leads me tc 
conclude that a formal alliance is the 
proper manner in which the subject 
should be handled. Community of in- 
terests is t*ie mainspring of all national 
alliances. The subject matter for a com- 
munity of action between America. 
England and Germany and Japan cer- 
tainly exists. If a formal alliance is en- 
tered into between these nations it will 
be a notice to tbe civilized world of 
their determination to act in behalf of 
China. 


"I want to impress one thing espe- 


cially upon the m.ind8 of tbe Americans 
—that is, the vaat prestige the great 
American republic _has secured In the 
orient through the magnificent work of 
its army and navy against Spain. The 
battle of Manila Bay did more to im- 
press upon the higher classes cf Chinese 
the efficiency of modern methods in war 
over the methods used by effete nations 
than anything tbat could have occurred. 
Then, too, it gate the average China- 
man respect for the stars and etripea 
that they could have secured in ao oth- 
er way. 


"Dewey'a work wai an abject lesson 


not only to the • Chinese, but to the 
orient. It placed-the stars; and stripes 
In the front rank. Americans, of course, 
appreciate tbe efficient work of' their 
gallant admiral, but in the east the 
naval victory at Manila and the celerity 
with which tbe administration rushed 
vaat bodies of troops half way around 
the world to support, its, navy had the 
effect of impressing upon many nations 
of the orient the boundless power of the 
great republic, th« strength of the great 
nation on the other side of tbe world, 
which at a single bound has placed it- 
self in the front rank-of the powara cf 
the world."

They Form on Important Factor In 


the Bn»lneB» of the Island*. 


Nowhere in tbe world perhaps is th< 


telephone a greater factor in life thar 
in Hawaii, says a Honolulu correspond 
ent of the Chicago Record. In the is 
lands there are about 2,000 telephone? 
to a population of 110,000, or one tele- 
phone to every 52 inhabitants. On the 
island of Oahu, on which Honolulu is 
situated, there are 1,090 telephones to 
a population of about 45,000, or about 
one to each 41 of tbe population. 


The telephone was introduced here 


in the latter part of 1880 and soon be- 
came an established part of the busi- 
ness, social and political life of the 
country. It may sound strange to use 
the word "political" in this connec- 
tion, but it is true in a sober and literal 
sense, for in every revolution that has 
been planned or attempted the seizure 
and control of tbe central telephone 
office has always been one cf the first 
strategical moves thought of. 


The telephone is much more of a pub- 


lic institution here than it is in mos' 
places. Isolated as the islands are, th< 
arrival of a steamship from a foreign 
land is of personal interest to almost 
every individual 
The government 


maintains a lookout station on Diamond 
Head, from whjph approaching vessels 
in any direction can be sighted while 
stil| from 20 to; 40 miles distant, de- 
pending on the state of the atmosphere. 
As soon as a steamer is sighted "cen- 
tral" is notified. "Central" then noti- 
fies the pilot office, the port physician, 
the board of health, the custom house, 
the postoffice, the newspaper offic.es and 
a few other persons who have a partic- 
ular interest in getting early informa- 
tion of this character. Then the electric 
light company ia notified, and it gives 
two long whistles if the steamer is 
from America and three if it is from 
any other part of the world. For two 
minutes after these whistles are blown 
no telephone connections are made, but 
the force at "central" keeps repeating 
the name of the steamer and its loca- 
tion, as "Australia off Koko Head," or 
"China off Waianae," so that all any 
individual needs to do is to go to the 
nearest telephone, put tbe receiver to 
his ear and listen and be will know 
what steamer it is, where it is, and if 
he has lived here any length of time be 
can form an accurate judgment as. to 
how long it will be before the steamer 
will be et the wharf. 


If the steamer brings any striking 


piece of news of general interest, "cen- 
tral" gives it to everybody who calls 
up for a connection. In this way the 
destruction of tha Maine was known 
ell over this island within tea minutes 
after the Zealandia, which brought the 
news, was at the wharf. 


If an important personage dies, the 


news is distributed in the same way, 
and "central" can always be depended 
on to give the hour and place of a fu- 
neral as soon as tbe hour has been fixed. 
t: New Y«rk ana Chicagu, if you wam 
to make an inquiry, you ask a police- 
mac. In Honolulu you ask "central." 


The meat markets have a list of their 


regular customers at "central," and at) 
about 8 o'clock each evening "central" 
calls them all up in order and takes 
their orders for the next morning's ; 
breakfast.

SPANISH GUNNERY. 


Tbe Opinion of tbe Commander of a 


German Crnlser. 


Captain Jacobsen, commander of the 


German cruiser Geier, has published in 
The Marine -Review of Berlin two arti- 
cles about his personal experiences dur- 
ing the Spanish-American campaign in 
Santiago. In speaking of Spanish gun- 
nery he says: 


"liiave heard only of one instance 


where a Spanish shell found an Ampi-i- 
can warship. This was sent into tbe 
Texas while that battleship was bom- 
barding the Socopa batteries. 


"One night, while the American bat- 


tleships kept up a continuous bombard- 
ing, one of the attacking vessels was 
found by the searchlights on the bat- 
tery. Tbe Spaniards opened fire on it, 
hut instead of hitting the vessel tbe 
Iowa, which lay under cover of dark- 
ness, was struck by the shell from the 
Spanish howitzer. 


"Great must have been the fright of 


the American officers when on taking 
charge of Morro they found that the 
cannon operated against them by the 
Spanish bore the dates of 1608 and 
1718. Part of these howitzers were 
found loaded as tbe Americans took 
charge. The officer in charge ordered 
them to be fired off and found to hia 
great surprise that the longest distance 
one of these shots conld traverse was 
800 yards.

The alchemists of the middle ages be- 


lieved that somewhere in the universe 
was to be found a universal solvent 
which would dissolve the most refrac- 
tory substances as readily aa water dis- 
fiphea sugar. They named tbeir solvent 
liquor alkahest;, and what time they 
could ipare trom the search after the 
ehiir of life and the philosopher's 
stone was epent in the endeavor to ob- 
tain it.

Its ohem- 
ioal energy is so fierce that, except gold 
and platinum, nothing can resist it. and 
even gold and platinum succumb to 
fluorine in time. The mere contact of 
most substances with fluorine is suffi- 
cient to cause not mere solution, but 
light, flame and fierce detonations. 
Dull, inert flint takes fire when exposed 
to fluorine vapor and becomes a bril- 
liant incandescent mass. Lampblack 
bursts into flame, while charcoal bnrna 
with bright scintillations. Only the 
diamond is able to resist this powerful 
solvent, to wbrch it does not succumb 
even at high temperature. The similar 
element silicon, which can be obtained 
in a crystalline form closely resembling 
the diamond, gives a magnificent dis- 
play in tbe presence of fluorine, the 
crystals becoming wbite hot and throw- 
ing showers of fiery spangles in all di- 
rections. Tbe beat is BO intense that the 
crystals melt, showing that tbeir tem- 
perature bas reached 1,200 degrees C. 


Phosphorus combines fiercely with 


fluorine. Prussian blue, on account of 
tbe cyanogen it contains, burns witb a 
beautiful pink flame; while from a 
crystal of iodine placed in fluorine vapor 
a heavy liquid distills witb a pale flame. 
This liquid—an iodide of 
fluorine-- 


etches glass, and if thrown into water 
hisses like bot iron. Tbe last named 
metal becomes wbite bot when exposed 
to fluorine; even iron rust behaves in a 
similar manner. Nearly all metals are 
raised to vivid incandescence in a cur- 
rent of tbe gas, many appearing very 
beautiful, especially aluminium and 
zinc. If tbe latter be slightly warmed, 
it bursts into a wbite flame too dazzling 
to gaze at or describe. 


Although it bas been known in vari- 


i ous states of combination for many 
! years, having been first discovered by 


Scbwankbardt of Nuremberg, in 1670, 


i and rediscovered by Soheele in 1771, 


fluorine was not obtained as fluorine in 
tbe free state until about six years ago, 
when the French chemist Moissan suc- 
ceeded in isolating it by employing a 
current of electricity from 26 or 38 
Bunsen batteries. Tbe current was pass- 
ed through the compound of fluorine 
and hydrogen known as hydrofluoric 
acid, which is similar to bydrocblorio 
acid. To improve tbe conductivity of 
the hydroflu-Jlic acid it was necessary 
to dissolve another fluorine compound 
in the liquid. Aa will readily be imag- 
ined, it is not so difficult to obtain free 
fluorine as to keep it wben obtained. 
Every part of tbe apparatus used by M. 
Moissan was made of platinum, with 
screw joints and washers of lead, which 
swell on contact witb fluorine, all tba 
stoppers being of fluorspar. Fluorine 
bas a powerful affinity for silicon, one 
of tbe principal constituents of glass, so 
that it was impossible to use glass ves- 
sels or tubes to contain tbe gas. 


As regards tbe chemical nature of 


fluorine, it is a gas at ordinary temper- 
ature and is the lightest member of tbe 
series of elements containing chlorine, 
bromine and iodina Tbe attraction of 
fluorine for hydrogen exceeds that of 
chlorine and is so great tbat if a slow 
current of fluorine gas be passed into a 
tube of fluorspar containing a drop of 
water a dark fog is produced, which 
changes presently to a blue vapor con- 
sisting of ozone—tbe condensed form of 
oxygen. Tbe last named substance ap- 
pears to be one of tbe few materials 
which bas no affinity for fluorine. Noth- 
iug is observed to take place between 
them even wben they are beated up to 
1,000 
degrees F. 


So far all experiments bad been con- 


ducted witb fluorine gas, which, at the 
time it was isolated, resisted all at- 
tempts to reduce it to tbe liquid state. 
Six years ago, however, there was no 
laboratory—such aa tbat at tbe Royal 
institution—having powerful machinery 
for producing liquid air or liquid oxy- 
gen at tbe command of tbe investigator. 
In fact, liquid air itself was practically 
unknown. By tbe aid of this weapon 
Professors Dewar and Moissan bave suc- 
ceeded iff liquefying fluorine. At the 
extremely low temperature of liquid 
oxygen it was found tbat fluorine did 
not attack glass, and it was possible to 
nee glass vessels to bold tbe newly lique- 
fied element. — 0. F. Townsend in 
Knowledge.

Appreciation of Kipling* 


Editor of the Transcript: 


Allow me to thank you for your ap- 


preciation of Kipling in your recent 
editorial. May I add Just a word? There 
is one feature of his work of special In- 
terest, perhaps, to this community 
which merits recognition. 


Those who, last December, heard the 


lecture of President G. Stanley Hall 
on adolescence, will recollect his em- 
phatic statement that the gravest 
symptom possible, needing the most 
heroic treatment, was the loss of all 
enthusiasm on the part of growing boy 
or girl. The "don't care" attitude, the 
impossibility of rousing interest in any 
direction was, he affirmed, at least the 
precursor if not the evidence of a train 
of evils, physical or moral. 


Like the untrained 
child, whose 


plaint is "What shall I do next?" We 
are most of us dependent on some 
stimulus from outside to furnish some- 
thing' "interesting" for our 
leisure 


moments. Poor Mother Eve! if only 
she might have had a kindergarten 
training1 to interpret to her the won- 
ders hid in the budding and growing 
garden instead of imaginging every- 
thing made by wholesale, just as it 
was, for her benefit, why, she might 
have deferred iudefinitely, 
in 
the 


wealth of interesting sensations about 
hfr. the one forbidden sensation. I seem 
to have wandered from my text, but I 
have in reality just arrived at it: you 
call Kipling a Seer, and rightly. We 
poor flim-visioned mortals think the 
daily round a hum-drum affair; the 
seer interprets the things of every- 
day, 
compelling us to admit how full 


our short hves are crammed with won- 
ders, so that we can only pick and 
choose in our new eagerness to enjoy 
them all. Is not this attitude of eager 
delight in life far more attractive than 
the opposite one of blase indifference, 
on the assumption that all our life has 
been found vanity? We have had with 
us in this community two men who 
pre-eminently showed this eager zest 
and relish for all that life had to offer. 
Dr. Coyle's name will of course recur 
to everyone's thought; and, though he 
was here for but 
few 
all-too-bricf 


evenings, the late Profesor Peck, of 
Williams college, was another of the 
same type; as those who heard his 
lectures will rec6gnfze. 


Just such a type of man is Kipling, 


with wondrous power to convince the 
whole English-speaking world of the 
truth and sanity of his atlitude, and so 
he is a Seer—a prophet of the Iiord. 


Had we, on behalf of ourselves and 


the children of our race, added to the 
Litany the petition from "From such 
'assaults of the devil' aa the''decadent' 
type of literature,, Good Lord deliver 
us," we should by this time have 
recognized the answer to our prayer 
in that we have had sent us in our 
own day, two "men fiom the Lord;" 
and the name of the first was Robert 
Louis Stevenson, and the name of the 
other, whom we are so thankful to 
keep with us still, is BUdyafd Kipling; 
and his power Is great because, In his 
own grandly simple words, he believes 
"It Is enough that through ,Thy grace 
"I saw naught common on Thy earth."

Washington, 
March 11—ChaJrmaa 


Cannon of the committee on appropria- 
tions has prepared for The Congressional 
Record an extended statement of the ap- 
propriations made by the Fif ty-flf th con- 
trress. 


The chairman places the total appro- 


priations for the entire congress at 
Jl.666,890.016, and the appropriations au- 
thorized for future congresses under the 
continuing contract system for battle- 
ships, river and harbor improvements 
and public buildings at J70.000.000. The 
total appropriations made at the last 
session Mr. Cannon places at J673.658.400, 
showing an apparent reduction of $219,- 
673,214 belcw the appropi latdons of the 
preceding session. Mr. Cannon attrib- 
uted this reduction to the extraordinary 
war expenses of the preceding session. 
Of the total appropriations for the con- 
gress., he says that the sum of $482,562,083 
is directly chargeable to the war with 
Spain. He thus shows that the ordinary 
expenditures for the two years covered 
by the congress were $1,044,580,273, and 
this sum exceeds the total appropriation 
of the Fifty-fourth congress by $38,746,- 
C58. This excess is accounted for as fol- 
lows: 


For payruen/t of pensions, $3,875,200; for 


the postal service to meet the increased 
demands of commerce, $16,619,581; for 
river and harbor improvements, $3,401,- 
128; 
for constructing new ships, $6,080,- 


838; for beginning the work of the 12th 
census, $1,000,000; for the Paris exposi- 
tion, $1,210,000; for new public buildings, 
$5,000,000; for the payment of Judgments 
against the government under the Bow- 
man act, and for the French spoliations, 
$3,100,768. Total, $40,287.516. 


Mr. Cannon congratulates congress 


and the country upon this showing, and 
also upon the fact that, notwithstanding 
the war, close attention was given to the 
ordinary expenditures of the govern- 
ment which is, he thinks, unusual. He 
cites the defeat of the provision for the 
construction of the Nicaragua canal, 
which the senate attempted to get 
through in connection with the sundry 
civil appropriation bill, aa an instance of 
the success of this watchfulness on the 
part of the house. 


"It," he says on thi* point, "the senate 


bill or any measure proposed had been 
enacted, the' United States would have 
paid $5,000,000 for a worthless concession 
and would have been committed by law 
to the construction of a. canal alone the 
Nicaragua route and under such con- 
ditions it would have been compelled be- 
fore we threw » spadfful of earth, or in 
any way began actual construction, to 
hvae acquired by treaty fix>» Nicaragua 
and Costa Rica tie territory where to 
construct the canal and the right to con- 
struct it Such legislation would have 
delayed and embarrassed the construc- 
tion of an Isthmian canal. The United 
States cannot afford to enter upon, this 
great work unless it has acquired by 
treaty a zone of territory whereon to 
construct the same. 


"Fortunately the house of represen- 


tatives resisted Che proposed legislation 
and the contest between the senate and 
house resulted finally in the only prac- 
tical provision possible, viz., the appro- 
priation of $1,000,000 to enable the presi- 
dent to make full and complete inves- 
tigation of the isthmus with a view to 
the future construction of a canal across 
the same, particularly the Panama and 
Nicaraguan routes, and to report to con- 
gress the result with his recommenda- 
tions in the premises." 


Referring' in a general way to the legis- 


lation of the congress, Mr. CajiiMm says: 


"During the whole of the four yean 


covered by Mr. Cleveland's second ad- 
ministration, the material and industrial 
condition of the country was calamitous, 
and its contemplation does not bring 
satisfaction to any American citizen. 
But the Fifty-fifth congress, beginning 
•with the administration of William Mc- 
Kmley and promptly called in extraord- 
inary session as promptly enacted legis- 
lation which has yielded the additional 
revenues needed to pay the ordinary ex-' 
penses of the government, and has at the 
same time protected American labor. 
With the enactment of that legislation 
hope and confidence struck hands and 
the condition of the whole country im- 
proved and has continued to improve 
from that time to the present. Labor is 
now universally employed with increased 
wage, and with such employment the 
means are supplied for increased con- 
sumption. 


"In addition, without taking time to 


discuss in detail the causes that led 
thereto, congress declared war against 
Spain; and the prompt and decisive suc- 
cesses of the army End navy upon land 
and sea have never been equalled any- 
where in history. The great expendi- 
tures rendered necessary by the war re- 
quired the enactment of additional rev- 
enue legislation, and that legislation is 
now bringing into our treasury an ad- 
dit.onal $100,000,000 per annum. 
» 


"The vast increase of the navy and the 


creation of an army of a quarter of a 
.million men, together with th« increase 
of taxation, have not in any appreciable 
degree checked our Industrial advance 
which began colncldentally with the In- 
coming of the present administration and 
the Fifty-flfth congress." 


Mr. Cannon'declined to enter upon the 


present discussion of future legislation, 
saying: 


"I prefer rather to await *>e logic of 


events and the full Information that will 
doubtless come, as I hope, between now 
and the organization In December next 
of the newly elected congress. But I ven- 
ture the assertion and prediction that 
the United States could not, if it would, 
and would not, If it could,' part with the 
territories acquired from Spain Bytths 
treaty of peace, or shirk Its duties andre- 
•possibilities touching them-"

Russia Will Allow Carrying Out of 


the Hong Kong Contract 


For the Construction of a Line 


In Northern China, 


British Diplomacy Triumphs In What Threat' 


•ntd io Be a Serious Affair. 


Pekin, March 11.—A dispatch from St 


Petersburg says that as a result of ne- 
gotiations between Russia and Great 
Britain the Russian minister here has 
^ ithdrawn his protest against the Hong 
Kong contract. 


The Hong Kong: contt act against which 


Russia has withdrawn its protest is iden- 
tical with the Nlu-Chwang contract. 
The Russian minister's 
protest was 


against clause 6 of the Niu-C'hwang rail- 
way extension agreement, under which 
Jll.500,000 of British capiUl has been 
raised "with the knowledge of her 
majesty 3 government." A further pro- 
test by the same zealous diplomati&i was 
made against clause 3. Clause 6 direct- 
ly bears upon some of the most import- 
ant ooridituons on which the loan has 
been made. It includes the provision 
that the chief engineer during the cur- 
rency of the {oan shall be a British sub- 
ject, and the provision that a European 
railway accountant shaJl be appointed 
with full powers to organize and direct 
thf keeping: of the railway accounts, and 
these are the officials who are to act with 
the administrator general in the super- 
vision of receipts and expenses. 


In other words, it prescribes the com- 


position of the body which is to Tiave the 
handling of the cash, and it declares that 
two out of the three members of that 
body must be Europeans, c.nd that one 
of them must be English. Hu Yu Fen, 
who was administrator general when the 
loan was sanctioned, and who enjoyed 
in a special degree the confidence of the 
British negotiators, has been dismissed, 
though It Is satisfactory to leam that he 
has been acquitted on the charges 
trumped up against him by has enemies. 


The Russian protest against this part 


of the agreement was aimed ait the pre- 
cautions designed to ensure the integrity 
of the railway administration. It was 
aimed, that U to say, at the moral se- 
curity for the loan which is afforded by 
the arrangement that two of the most 
important officials of the railroad shall 
be Europeans, and that one shall be Eng- 
lish. The protest against clause 3 car- 
ried the operation df sapping the secur- 
ity of the investors a step further. Th<s 
character of the men who are to saiper- 
\ ,se the receipts and accounts is, as has 
been said, a moraJ guarantee. Not con- 
, tent with his attack on that, the succes- 
sor of M. Pavloff went on to object to an 
important material guarantee. The line 
Itself is not in any shape a security north 
of the Great Wall. On the 298 miles be- 
yond that limit out of the 555 which form 
the entire railway the claim of the in- 
vsstiag public Is confined to the "earn- 
ings" of the undertaking. 


Now M. de Giers said that China bad 


no right to pledge even these oarnings. 
The step, be declared, was a breach of 
the Russo-Chinese agreement, signed last 
May, 
as were the arrangements for the 


employment of a British engineer and 
of a European accountant. 
The Rus- 


sian minister, in fact, proclaimed that j 
some of the most essential terms of the 
loan, "arranged with the knowledge of 
her majesty's government," were in con- 
flict with Russia's treaty rights. 


It is clear that a very grave state 


Of thingrs could be created by this ac- 
tion if it could for a moment be supposed 
that these protests were made with the 
deliberate sanction and full weight of 
the Russian government. 
The history 


of the loan is fresh within the general 
recollection. 
The originla terms were 


not acceptable to Russia. 
They were 


modified in several respects to meet her 
views, though she had absolutely no title 
to interfere, and it is impossible to be- 
lieve that the British government did 
not take measures to ascertain that tha 
modifications fully met her objections 
before they allowed Thomas Sander- 
son's letter to appear in the prospectus. 
They were morally bound to the lender 
to see that the terms of the agreement 
they approved were fully carried out. 
They were bound to China by a dis- 
patch sent to Claude MacDonald last 
July. 
Lord Salisbury read it out in 


the house- of lords, and Mr. Curzon In 
the house of commons on Aug. 1. That 
dispatch authorized the British minister 
to inform China that England would 
support her in resisting any power 
which, committed an act of aggression 
on her, "on account of her having 
granted permission to make or sup- 
port any railway or public work to a 
British subject." 
The prime minister 


repeated and laid stress upon this as- 
surance in his speech, and Claude Mac- 
Donald conveyed It to the Chinese gov- 
ernment. The British government could 
not draw back from its obligations either 
to the investors in the loan or to China, 
and the Russian government must have 
been perfectly conscious that this was 
the case. 
Happily, they have not up- 


held the protests of M. de Giers 
His 


action has been disavowed, as M. Pav- 
loJf's was when he demanded Mr. Kln- 
der's dismissal from the Chinese ser- 
vice a year ago.

A SIMPLE MENU. 


(By Mrs. Emma C. Jeffersos.) 


BREAKFAST—Oranges and Banana* 


Farinose. Cream and Sugar. Soft 
Boiled Egrss on Buttered Toast. Friz- 
•ltd Beef. Creamed Potatoes. Cof- 
fee. 


DINNBR—Cream 
of Potato 
Soup.

FOR EGGS. 


At this season of the year eggs are be- 


ginning to be plenty and cheaper, and 
this menu is prepared with reference 
to that fact, many of the recipes re- 
quiring several eggs. 


FRIZZLED BEEF. 


Use thinly-shaved dried beef. Have a 


frying pan hot enough to melt the butter 
quickly. Drop in a good-sized piece of 
butter, and when melted add as much 
of the shaved beef as required, and stir 
in the hot butter till all curled up; scatter 
over the eggs on the toast or serve on a 
dish separately. 


CREAMED POTATOES. 


One pint of chopped cold boiled pota- 


toes, stirred into a cream sauce made 
from one pint of rich milk heated boil- 
ing hot, to which add one tablespoonful 
flour wet in little cold milk and large 
piece of butter. Salt to taste. Heat up 
slowly for ten or fifteen minutes, pour 
out into Udlsh, and place pieces of but- 
ter and slight sprinkling of pepper on the 
top. 


CREAM OF POTATO SOUP. 


Cream soups are now much in favor on 


many dinner tables, and can be pre- 
pared from any vegetable at band—but 
potatoes are always as handy as any, and 
a potato soup is as generally liked as 
any. The following ingredients will be 
required: 


One quart sliced raw potatoes, one egg 


(yolk), one quart water (boiling), one 
tablespoonful chopped parsley, one pint 
of molk. Salt to taste. One tablespoon 
butter, two tablespoonfuls flour. Boil 
the potatoes in the water, cooking very 
slowly, till soft. This should take two 
hours. The water will then be reduced 
one-half. Mash the potatoes in the 
water and strain, when there should 
be one pint of it. Add the milk and re- 
turn to the fire. Rub the butter and 
flour together, adding a little milk and 
stirring until perfectly smooth, and add 
to the soup when boiling. Stir until 
creamy, adding salt to taste. Place the 
yolk of the egg and the chopped pars- 
ley in the tureen, turn in the hot soup. 
Stir gently, and serve at once. 


The same mode of cooking may be fol- 


lowed in making other cream soups of 
carrots, turnips, celery or parsnips. 


CREAMED EGGS. 


Boll six fresh eggs fully five minutes 


and let stand till cold. Make a. cream 
sauce same as for creamed potatoes, 


'using rich cream instead of milk. Slice 


the eggs when cold into the bottom of the 
serving dish, and pour over the hot cream 
8au.ce. Good with baked or boiled pota- 
toes. 


CREAM PUFFS. 


Eight eggs, one-half pound of butter, 


three pounds flour, one pint warm water. 
Stir the butter into the water and bring 
to a boil. Then stir quickly the flour 
into the boiling butter and water, and as 
soon as smooth remove from the flre and 
pour Into a cool dish. Let stand until 
cool. Beat the eggs very light and stir 
Into this cooled paste, first the yolks, then 
the whites. Drop in spoonfuls on but- 
tered paper or a shallo wpan, and bake 
In a moderately hot oven. Drop far 
apart, as the batter spreads. 


CREAM FOR FILLING. 


One quart milk, two cups sugar, four 


tablespoonfuls cornstarch, two eggs, 
Wet the cornstarch with enough of the 
milk to make a smooth paste. Heat the 
rest of the milk till It just boils. Beat 
the eggs, add the sugar and cornstarch to 
these, and gradually add to the boiling 
milk, stirring all the timo till smooth 
and thick. Add a piece of butter and set 
asMe to cool, then flavoi. fplit the puffs 
by passing a sharp knife lightly around 
the edges, and fill with the cooled cream. 
Tliis never fails to give- satisfactory re- 
•ults. 


EQG HALAO. 


Boll fresh eggs eirht or ten minutes, let 


eool. Cut them up v.hpn cold in small 
pieces, and meatu i c. 7 *s e an equal quan- 
tity of shredded leuuce, or chopped cel- 
ery, or chopped, IP f ooked cabbage. Stir 
together and mi:; nlth a cream salad 
dressing made a-i .''oiiows: Two v/ell- 
beaten eggs. Mix together one teaspoon- 
ful sugar, one-quarter teaspoonful salt, 
one-quarter teaapconful mustard, and 
•Mr Into the beaten egg;. Then add three 
tablespoonfuls vinegar and beat well, 
and, lastly, one tablespoonful of cream, 
and beat again. Place the bowl In hot 
water on the stove, and stir until about 
the tblcknefts of cream. It may take 
about five minutes. Cool and mix with 
the en and vegetable just before serv- 
ing.

LONDON BUNS. 


Three cups flour, one-half cup butter, 


three eg-gs, on cup of milk, pinch of salt, 
five tablespoonfuls sugar, two teaspoon- 
fuls bakujg powder, two tablespoonfuls 
candled peel (orange, lemon, citron, etc.), 
grated rind of fine-half lemon, grated 
rind of one-half orange. Mix flour, salt, 
sugar and baking powder together,-and 
sift three times; rub in the butter with 
the tips of the fingers, add the well-beat- 
en eggs, saving out one tablespoonful of 
egg to paint the buns with. Add the 
milk slowly, cutting it in with a knife, 
then add the candied peel, cut in small 
pieces and well floured, also the grated 
lemon and orange rind. Mix well, place 
In well-buttered tins. Add one teaspoon- 
ful cold milk to the one tablespoonful 
egg saved from the buns, and paint 
them over well. Bake in hot oven one- 
quarter hour; this quantity will make 
fifteen buns. Serve hot. 


CORNISH PASTIES. 


Cut one-half pound of lean beef, two 
potatoes, one apple, into small dice, add 
one grated onion, one teaspoonful gait, 
one saltspoonf ul of pepper and two table- ' 
spoonfuls of cold water; mix thorough- 
ly. Sift two cups flour, one-half tea~ 
spoonful baking powder, one-half tea- 
spoonful salt into a bowl and rub in one- 
half cup butter, stir in water enough 
to make a>3tiff dough. Roll out one-quar- 
ter inch thick, cut into rounds six inches 
across, place on each round some of the 
meat mixture, and brush the edges with 
a little beaten egg or milk. Pinch the \ 


I edges together and bring them to the i 


top of the pastry, scallop them and brush 
over with egg. Bake in a moderate oven 
thirty minutes. 


POTATO SCONES. 


Two cups of mashed potatoes, two 


cups of flour, two ounces of butter, one 
teaspoonful salt, two teaspoonfuls bak- 
ing powder, sufficient milk to make a 
dough. Rub the butter into the flour, 
add to it the potatoes, salt and baking 
powder, mix with the milk into a dough, 
and roll out about an inch thick. Cut 
into biscuit and bake in a quick oven for 
fifteen minutes. 


CHEESE OMELET. 


Mix to a smooth batter three table- 


spoonsfuls of flour and half a pint of 
| milk: beat up four eggs, a quarter of a 


pound of grated cheese, and a little salt. 
Add flour and milk, and beat for two 
minutes. Then put three ounces of but- 
ter in a frying pan and pour in the mixt- 
ure, turning carefully till browned on 
both sides. 


VEAL KIDNEY SAUTE. 


Kelt a lump of butter in the chaflng 


dish, have a quarter of an onion chopped 
fine, and brown it In the butter. Have 
the kidney ready, cut in thin slices, and 
put with the onion. Season with salt 
and cayenne pepper. Cover the dish 
tightly, and let the kidneys cook until 
tender. Serve with bits of letnoiv 


JELLY ROLL. 


One cup sugar, two eggs, creamed, 


with sugar, add two tablespoonfuls of 
water, one and one-half cups flour, one 
teaspoonful baking powder, and flavor 
with vanilla. Bake in a dripping pan in 
a quick oven; when cool, trim oft the 
aides and ends that came in contact with 
the pan, spread with Jelly and rolL 


PARSNIP STEW. 


Take six thin slices of salt pork and 


' fry in a kettle until brown; take threa 


good-sized parsnips and six large pota- 
toes, pare and slice, then take out the 
pork, and put in layer of potato, then 
one of parsnip; season each layer with 
Rait and pepper; cover with hot water, 
and boil until vegetables are dont. 


ESCALLOPED POTATOES. 
Put a layer of cracker crumbs in * 


deep dish, add a layer of cold boiled po- 
tatoes (sliced thin), then bits of butter 
and pepper and salt, then another layer 
of crumbs, and so on until the dish Is 
full, the crumbs forming the last layer; 
then All the dish with rich milk, and bake 
one half hour.

DEATH OF SUMMER BRADFORD, 


Direct Dectndant of fiovirnor Bradford 


and Fomor LoeoJ Man, Wod 


Ytsterdiy. 


Woid waa received here this morn- 


intr of tbe death yesterday afternoon in 
Minneapolis of Georce Sumner Brad- 
ford, formerly of this city and well 
known here. The news of his death 
will be received with surprise and deep 
regret by his many friends here, es- 
pecially among the older people, among; 
whom he was well known. He was a 
son of the late George W. Bradford of 
tfais city and a direct descendent of 
Governor 
William Bradford. 
His 


father and William Bradford, grand- 
father 
of the Cady brothers, were 


brothers, and came to this town to- 
gether. Sumner Bradford was there- 
fore a cousin of the Cady family, and 
has a number of relatives in this part 
of the country. 


He was born in Cheshire, March 18, 


1823, and was therefore almost 7C years 
old at his death. He lived in this place 
until well into manhood, and went west 
many years ago. Until within a few 
years he had held a prominent posi- 
tion with the Washburn Flour com- 
pany of Minneapolis, one of the largest 
in the world. 


He became owner of the Bradford 


prooerty on Main street now the site 
of the Hoosao savings bank, at the 
death of his father, but disposed of it 
some years ago. He leaves consider- 
able property. 


Mr. Bradford was a frequent visitor 


to the homes of his'relatives in this 
city, but had not been here for a num- 
ber of years. He was a genial man, 
and made many new friends, as well as 
holding the love and regard of those 
who knew him best. 


Death was due to an attack of the 


grip which he suffered early in the 
v, inter, and which affected his heart. 
He had been growing weaker for some 
time, but the news of his death was 
unexpected by his relatives. He was 
unmarried, and leaves one sister, Mrs. 
S. M. Button of Cedar Eapids, Iowa, 
who was with him at the time of his 
death. He also leaves a cousin, Mrs.

The February Bitting of tbe superior 


court closed at Pittsfleld yesterday 
afternoon after a three-weeks' term, 
Jurors were paid J928, court officers 
$293, and stenographer 1154.

Better Not to Inherit Money. 


The legislative taxation committee 


has reported unanimously a bill of Mr. 
Dean of Wakefield for a tax on legacies 
and successions as follows: Up to 
$50,000, I per cent; from $50,000 to $10,000 
2 per cent; from $100,000 to $500,000, 3 
per cent; from $500,000 to $1,000,000, 4 
per cent; from $1,000,000 to $5,000,000, 
6 per cent; from $5,000,000 to $10,000,000, 
8 per cent; over $10,000,000, 10 per cent. 


The bill provides that the proceeds of 


the tax shall be distributed to cities 
and towns according to population and 
applied first to the payment of debts 
and after that to the ordinary pur- 
poses.
